Besides the great improvement 
that it will mean to the city of Rich- 
mond as a whole, the new water sys- 
tem, if the pode are éarried, will 
mean much to the working men of 
this community. More than two- 
thirds of the cost of engineering 
work, such a3 this will be, is pafd 
out for labor; end less than  one- 
third for materials. The Richmond 
wster system will be no exceptien to 
this rule, and at least two-thiris of 
the bond issue, »r more than « mil- 
lion and a half dollars, will b> paid 
for iabor for installing the work. 

Were there no better argument 
than this for the passing of the tonds, 
it would be unworthy to present to 
an intelligent laboring man, but as a

In thinking of the taliov eds to be| 
employed on suclt an-andertaking iat 
this, many peopleéseem to have the 
idea that by far the greater part of 
‘he work to he done will consist of 
“pick and shovei” work and other 
uaskilled work, but this conclusion is 
not justified.

WISH MIGRATORY 
WORKERS 10 
ORGANIZE 


Paul Scharrenberg, secretary State 
Federation of Labor, urges the or- 
ganization of all migratory workers, 
as the most powerful agency in the 
prevention of a recurrence of the hop 
field riots of last year. 

Scharrenberg feels that the report 
of the investigation into the Wheat- 
land trouble lays too much stress 
on the importance of the I. W. W. 
movement and states that the pres- 
ence of that element was only an 
incident in a strike of unorganized 
labor. 

He also disagrees that an intro- 
duction of a third party into the 
struggle will cure the social evils pre- 
sented in the Wheatland and other 
such problems, butp roposes as a cure 
for the unemployed problem and the 
evils caused hteréby, the establish- 
ment of information bureaus 
throughout the country, run by the 
workers themselves, so that the 
workers will trust them, where they 
can find out just where there is work 
and where t'ere is a congestion of 
workers.

In conclusion, Scharrenberg points 
out that the problem of the migra- 
tory workers is inseparably linked

ORDINANCE AFFECTING LABOR. 


The Board of Water Directors have 
already adopted and placed on their 
records a comprehensive ordinance 
governing the conditions of employ- 
ment of all labor on any and all of 
the works to be built under their 
direction. This ordinance made up 
in consultation with local men“ fa- 
miliar witkithe labor, question was 
formulated with the ¥fiew of protect- 
ing workers and” correcting the 
abuses that have sometimes been 
possible on work of this kind. 

One of the chief provisions of the 
ordipance is the fixing of a minimum 
wage scale for different classes of 
work. The scale adopted is essen- 
tially the union scale, familiar to 
most of the readers. 

Other good provisions prohibit 
contractors from exacting hospital 
fees or insurance fees from workers. 
Compulsory buying at company 
stores, or compulsory patronage of 
company boarding, rooming or eating 
houses are also prohibited. 

All employers on contracts will 
be compelled to have the men on 
their payrolls amply covered by lia- 
bility insurance, so that compensa- 
tion for injury will not be dependent 
on the solvency of the contractor.
